ENDORSEMENTS

T Combination vehicles with double or triple trailers.

A CMV that is designed to transport any liquid or gaseous
materials within a tank or tanks having an individual rated

or temporarily attached to the vehicle or the chassis.

Any vehicle used to transport any material that has been

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If the vehicle used for testing is not equipped with air brakes, license must show an “L” - no air brake
equipped CMV restriction.

If the vehicle used for testing is equipped with air over hydraulic brakes, license must show a “Z” - no full
air brake equipped CMV restriction.

Vehicle used for testing is equipped with an automatic transmission, license must show an “E” - no

manual transmission equipped CMV restriction.

Vehicle combination used for testing is not a truck-tractor semi-trailer combination, license must show an




“O” - no tractor trailer CMV restriction.
“K” — Intrastate only. (Under the age of 21, medical waiver)

“M” — Passenger Class B & C (Applies when the driver has a class A CDL but takes skills test for the
passenger endorsement in a class B vehicle

“N” Passenger Class B & C (Applies when the driver has a class A or B CDL but takes skills test for the
passenger endorsement in a class C vehicle

“P” No Passengers in a CMV bus (CLP only)

“X”” No cargo in tanker (CLP only)
